Mr. Finley's chief’ 
interests are in the lead, silver mines 
of Coeur D'Alene, where the greatest 
lead mining camp in the world is 
situated. Mr, McLeod's interests are 
in mines in southern British Colum- 
bia and Idaho, 

“T have had men prospecting in the 
Rockies from the Tete Jaune Cache 
right through ito Prince Rupert and 
from the big bend of the Columbia 
river north to the Bulkley Valley. The 
great mineral possibilities lie from 
the Tete Jaune Cache, “north and 
south I have seen there enormous 
ore deposits, showing copper and oth-

Millions in Money.

January, when the new fifteen-foot 
wagon road to Sturgeon Lake, 


Peace’ River country, will be open to 
traffic, Already ‘forty families; com- 
prising over a hundred men, women 
and children, the vanguard of a host 
that is hourly increasing and will 
probably reach several thousand souls, 
before the great trek begins, are 
camped on the outskirts ef Edson, 
awaiting the word to start. 

A heterogeneous mass of household 
furniture and farming utensils, as 
varied in their make and marks as is 
the nationality of their owners, strew 
the roadside. Dakotans and Minne- 
sotans, giving the lie to recent reports 
that Americans are returning to their 
old farms in the States, Manitobans 
and Albertans, hardly able to restrain 
themselves until the few remaining 
months go by, Russians and Germans, 
have pitched their tents by the side of 
the road for the last rest before the 
start for the land of promise is made. 

Whole households are being moved. 
Women and children form no small 
part of the advancing army of colon- 
ists. Night infants-in-arms are among 
the number. Horses, oxen, and dogs 
ate being taken along, and nrost of 
the settlers will be ready for work 
within a fortnight after they have 
selected their homesteads und made 
proper entry of them. 

Shortest Route to Grand Prairie, 

Twenty-four hundred square miles 
in the Grand Prairie, twelve hundred 
square miles in Beaver Lodge and six- 
teen hundred square miles in the 
Pauce-Coupe Prairie, all open to 
homesteaders and not one acre for 
sale, await the touch of the husband- 
man to turn them into the most fertile 
fields where dwell the sons of men.
